In his speech at Indianapolis Sena- 


tor Harding appears to have made an- 
other change of front on the league of 
nations issue. 
He, declared the pres- 


ent league might he "amended or re- 
vised" if its preservation were found 
necessary to the pqacc of Europe. This 
is in sharp contrast to his DCS Moincs 
speech in which he said-: "I do not 
want to clarify these obligations. 
I 


want to turn my back on them. It is 
not interpretation but rejection thai I 
am seeking/' Senator 
Harding has 


repeatedly asserted that the league of 
nations was dead, that it had been 
"scrapped." and in one speech he said 
it could not be revived.. Now he is 
seemingly for the league with reser- 
vations and does not look upon it as 
having been scrapped. Possibly Mr. 
Root's return has convinced him that 
it is not altogether a corpse. 


Senator Harding's rail fence mean- 


dering on the league of nations is the 
entanglement of politics . seeking to 
discredit statesmanship. 
He says at 


Indianapolis America must do "every- 
thing it can" to prevent future wars. 
That is precisely what President Wil- 
son has undertaken to do; it is pre- 
cisely what the league of nations was 
organized to do, and the league is the 
only instrumentality in existence, or 
likely to be created, for that purpose. 
And the league covenant is the colla- 
borative work of Wilson. Taft. Root 
and Hughes, so far as America's par- 
ticipation is concerned. 


There is just one trouble with the 


Republican attitude toward peace. It 
has been an overwhelming disappoint- 
ment to Republican politicians that the 
war was fought and won with such 
glorious achievement under a Demo- 
cratic administration and the leader- 
ship of President "Wilson. Through- 
out the entire record runs persistent 
and undeviating determination to dis- 
credit President Wilson, accompanied 
by the rancor of jealousy. 


When Senator Harding talks about 


one-man government, when he and 
peeved senators charge the president 
with being a dictator., it is a mere joke. 
Precisely the" same charges were made 
by little men against Lincoln, against 
"Washington, against Cleveland, against 
RooserclL .It is always the case when 
the nation is fortunate enough to elect 
a really great president. President 
Wilson has loomed so much above the 
senate, above any of its leadership in 
either party, that it could not stomach 
its own pettiness. A world figure, he 
has completely dominated the govern- 
mental policies. He has done this not 
only because of his greatness, but be- 
cause the senate was barren of states- 
manship. Without the president's lead- 
ership the country would have been in 
a serious predicament the last four 
years. 


The whole fight upon the president 


has been the revengeful back-biting of 
small men. the cheapness of humiliat- 
ed politicians. The men who have 
raged and fumed and frothed at the 
mouth in their attacks upon the presi- 
dent will all be forgotten in a few 
years, whereas histpry will reserve a 
largo place for President Wilson and 
it will grow with time. 


It has hurt the politicians because 


they could not get away from the presi- 
dent's leadership, because they could 
not confound him or submerge him. 
And they could not do this because 
they had nothing better to offer, noth- 
ing nearly so good. They carried on 
the fight upon the president through- 
out the war, although they were forced 
to execute his policies, and now they 
have continued it in the making of 
peace. He has confused them here again 
and put them all at sea'. With all of 
the bitter attacks upon the league of 


nations, it survives and undoubtedly 
is here to stay. 


The logic of events will compel the 


United States to become a member of 
the Jeurnie. Aside from the few moot- 
ed points in the covenant, it represents 
so tremendous an advance toward the 
goal of universal peace and the de- 
struction of war that it cannot possibly 
he rejected. The United States would 
stand before the world convicted for 
all lime of a crime against civilization 
if it failed lo join in this great under- 
taking for the security of mankind and 
of free government. 


The opponents of the treaty, and 


nine-tenths of the opposition is pure 
politics originated to destroy the presi- 
dent, have thrashed about from every 
conceivable angle to gain their point, 
but they,have failed. The Republican 
party will come back to the place from 
which it started, and Mr. Harding will 
find himself back where he gave his 
support to this treaty in the senate, 
before 
the last chapter is written. 


They are already so involved in in- 
consistency and confusion that there 
is no way out of the dilemma in which 
they have forced themselves save 
through recognition of the president's 
leadership and ratification substantial- 
ly of his program of peace.

The second way has been to seize 


upon the territory of a superior civili- 
za^on and to live as parasites on the 
alien race. In the history of the world, 
only four nations have been distinct- 
ly successful as colonizers. They are 
ancient Greece and ancient Rome; mo- 
dern Britain and modern America. All 
the other nations have either been in- 
different pioneers or have been frank- 
ly parasitic afield. 


Japan has attempted to colonize Ko- 


rea. Formosa and parts of Manchuria. 
Nowhere has success attended her 
policies; and no successful colonizer 
has ever ruled by sword. The other 
mefhod of,expansion remains. Japan 
looks longingly in its direction. 


If 
the superior 
civilizations 
of 


America. Canada and Australia were 
opened to the Japanese overflow po- 
pulation, the problem would.be solved 
for Japan. But, the superior civiliza- 
tions would be brought down to Ja- 
pan's level. That is history's consistent 
evidence. 


Japan's urgent insistence upon her 


right to send her people where she 
pleases is a policy full of danger. It is 
playing with fire, Japan must know 
this, for the Japanese elder statesmen 
are very shrewd. 
Nevertheless, the 


game continues. 
Is it because the 


Japanese government realizes,its peo- 
ple have not yet acquired the pioneer 
spirit? Is it because the elder states- 
men have become convinced Japan 
can retain her medieval absolutism on- 
ly by invading lands where the way 
has been made smooth for them? It 
is time to ask Japan these questions.

are bi-chloride of mercury and strychnine. The 
childlike confidence which laymen place in these 
two horrible poisons is pitiable. It leads to so many 
deplorable disasters. 


A solution of a tablespoonful of boric acid in a 


pint of water will accomplish every desired purpose 
which a solution of corrosive sublimate (bi-chloride 
of mercury^ can accomplish, in the hands of lay- 
man, 
nurse, or physician. But it will never kill 


anybody. If you are susceptible to psychological in- 
fluence, then color the boric acid blue, just like the 
bi-chloride of mercury solution. The effect on the 
germs is all the same In any case. 


Strychnine (the active principle of nus vomica), is 


a cruel whip to the nervous system, having the same 
"indications" which would call for the application 
of the whip to a tired horse. If you see a drunken 
fool whipping his horse up a long hill you want 
to man-handle him. Well, he shows a lot of com- 
mon sense as compared with the credulous soul who 
feeds himself strj'chnine or nux vomica in the fond

The big industrial 
centers of the East went Republican 
as usual, thus indicatlhg conclusive- 
ly that the labor vote was at least 
divided there. 
On the other hand, 


there seemed to be no doubt but that 
labor in many western states 
was 


fairly solid for the Democrats. The 
railroad men. especially in the West, 
voted for Wilson in large blocks. This 
•n-as perhaps the nearest thing to a 
"class vote" which had ever been cast 
in the United States. No on© thought 
rnnch about it at the time, but with 
the intensification of class .feeling 
that the war brought about, and the 
recent formation of a Farmer-La-bor*

London—Some startling disclosures 


have been made of the plans of Brit- 
ish bolsheviks for a revolution in Eng- 
land and their arrangement to estab- 
lish local Soviets. 


While too much importance is not 


being attached to these grandiose 
schemes to devastate England as Rus- 
sia has been, I learn that two very 
significant steps have been taken by 
the government, steps that prove that 
the ruthorities are by no means Ignor- 
ing the possibilities of an attempt be-v 
ing made to start what Lenine calls 
"heavy civil war" over here. These 
two precautionary measures are: 


1. A citizen army, practically a 


"white guard," has been secretly or- 
ganized to cope with any "serious riot- 
ing" that may break out. 


2. Sir Edward Geddes,- minister of 


transport, has made complete arranga- 
menta to publish an official govern- 
ment newspaper in the event of ? evo- 
lutionists seizing the plants of pri- 
vafdv-owned newspapers. 


Tt s incriminatins documents that 


have been submitted to 
authorities 


iticJirate that the revolutiona.-v Di.aai . 
zations of the ccuncil of action. a>- 
though they were at first constituted 
for calling a general strike upon the 
pretext of "no war with Russia," re- 
main in readiness for any other occa- 
sion. 


The "council of action" was formed 


on August 9. It is now shown that 
within two weeks after this arrange- 
ment.: were being actively made to es- 
tab'ish local Soviets. 


That the mtanticn of the aut'.icrs of

• r. without consulting the worKfts — 
thereby following the Russian method 
—is -~hown from one paragraph in the 
report of an "informal meeting" called 
"at the request of the national council 
of action' " (which includes so-called 
moderate labor leaders like Adamson, 
Clynes and Thomas).

In the operation of this (as 
all the newspapers may be suppressed) 
the telegraph section of the postof- 
fice workers and railway unions are 
to co-operate as "special sources of in- 
formation." which clearly means tap- 
ping the wires .and the telephones. 


4. Formation of cycle corps to keep 


centers in touch with each other and 
with the national council of action. 


5. Conscription of labor; for, in the 


words of one of the sub-committees, 
"the thing that is most to be avoided, 
and likely to produce disorder, Is idle- 
ness, and hard work would provide 
an outlet for the energies of all." 


After this exposure there can be no 


question of what, at any rate, are the 
real aims of the labor soviet over here, 
despite the assurance of such men as 
dynes and Adamson. They, together 
with the bulk of the British working 
men, 
would be swept aside like cob- 


webs by the international revolution- 
ists.
